Many months ago, the South Cambridgeshire 
District Council gave to residents here the oppor- 
tunity for having minor repairs performed to their 
hearing aids, when a fully equipped Mobile facil- 
ity Was positioned adjacent to the Medical Cen- | 
tre for one day, on a periodical basis. This facility 
gave skilled attention to the respective needs of 
these residents, including, of course, replace- 
menis for any used batteries. | therefore make 
this request, indeed appeal, for this to be re- 
sumec. 

lt is true that to obtain new batteries, one can 
send used ones through the post for replace- 
ment, but for even minor repairs it entails travel- 
ling to Addenbrookes Hospital and that does 
involve a minimum of 3 hours, and much incon- 
venience. i trust that the ‘Powers that be’ will 
delve into this problem on behalf of fellow resi- 
cents, especially retired people, and | thank you 
for your indulgence.
